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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of claims 1-4 in the reply filed on 1/30/07 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 2-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase 
"the distal end of said draw piece" appears to be unnecessarily type again. Appropriate 
correction is required.

The websites cited in the PTO-1449 have not been considered for failure to 
provide copies of the electronic website and date of publication in accordance with 
MPEP 609. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1) Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. The phrase "the smoking" lacks antecedent basis. 
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In claim 4, the claimed impregnation with a trade secret aromatic blend is 
deemed as failing to particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter, 
which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2) Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beck 
(US 4,151 ,849). West discloses a body formed by elements 12 & 8 of a predetermined 
solid material as shown in figures 10. The claimed draw piece is deemed as element 2 
as shown in figure 1 capable of receiving the distal or proximal end of bowl element 3. 
The bowl has a predetermined bore running through out the length of the body as 
shown in figure 1 and an outer band 1 1 intermediate between the smoking cavity 4/8 
and draw piece 2. Member 8 provides an end smoking cavity to hold tobaccco as 
shown in figure 4 and noted in Col. 2, lines 20ff which is deemed as the claimed 
aromas-atomization means (Applicant's element e). The claimed chamber is deemed 
as the chamber formed by bowl element 2 that is surrounded by band 1 1 as shown in 
figure 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 2-3 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
